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In tbJS synthesis an aminopht^ol (2) is feacted with a 2-baloetbanol, such as 2- 
bromoethanol, in ths presence of pot^sium carbonate in dlxnechylfonnaxmdfi to produce the 
alcohol compound (3). Transformation of this alcohol compound (3) into a compound (4) is 
carried out by treatment of the alcohol compound with triphenylphospiiine and a hdo- 
succinimide> such as bromosucclnimide (NBS). Treatment of compound (4) with a 
quatemization reagent ^{RR^R^ produces a compounds of formula (1) of this invention.
